The scene of the great fire present a 
spectacular, but horrible sight 
Over in 
Hoboken, when* two days ago hundreds 
of feet of piers stood reaching out into 
the river aud rising like great hills now 
stand only a great waste of burning and 
smoldering beams, w ith here and there 
a rem nant of high brick wall, all that 
remains ofjjt he hundreds of thou-auds of 
dollars worth of property. 
The three immense piers of the North 
German Lloyd line are burned to the 
water 
Tho Thingvalla pier also lies 
smoldering aud a j»art of the Hamburg- 
American pier, which had just been 
added to their great piers, are in ruins. 
Four large storehouses of the Palmer- 
Campbell earn pany were wrecked and 
they. with the piers, go to make up the 
appalling mass of debris that lies smok­ 
ing. sizzling and steaming across the 
North river. 
It covers over four city 
blocks and reaches out into the river for 
more than 1000 feet. 
Streams of water 
are still being pumped into the ruins 
and workmen are poking about among 
the hot ruins for bodies or traces of 
bodies. 
This wa* the scene of the greatest a t­ 
traction Sunday and thousands upon 
thousands of people went there 
The 
streets wore jammed with masses going 
in a steady stream to the ruins. 
Every 
trolley car was packed with struggling 
hum anity, every ferryboat was crowded 
to the rails and every tug that could be 
brought into private u se had its quota 
of people hurrying to the scene of the 
fire. 
Far off, up the North river, at Wee- 
hawken, a great cloud of smoke rose aud 
tumbled, at one moment lyiug hard on 
the w ater and at the next rising just 
enough to show the skeletons of two of 
the great oceau liners, the Bremen aud 
the Main, that rose like giant spires out 
of the 
rnooth surface of the water. 
They had Been beached there. 
Around 
them swarmed a fleet of small boats, 
carrying spectators. 
Far down the river, off Ellis island, 
lay the smoking aud steaming hulk of 
the Saale. 
She was almost a total 
wreck. 
The loss of life will probably prove 
greater when the wreck of the Saale has 
been searched 
Already a num ber of 
bodies have been taken off her and as 
soon 
as the fire in her hold has sub­ 
sided enough to allow anyone to go 
down in her there is every probability 
that there are many bodies below deoks. 
as various tugboat cr plains claim to have 
seen 80 or 40 persons in one com partm ent 
just before the Saale w ent down. 
Of the 266 persons who are reported 
missing it is believed that some will be 
found safe in sailors boardinghouses in 
this city, Jersey City aud Hoboken.

Stevens be approached the Bremen and 
found bt his amazement that there were 
still men living around her. 
He took 
from one of the coal ports the fourth 
engineer and nix of the crew, who had 
managed to survive the fierceness of the 


fire in tho lower part of the vessel. Then 
seeing tho Main drifting with the tide, 
t he followed in the Stevens to where the 
still burning liner was 
l>eached on 
Weehaw ken Flats. 
Here he saw at one 
of the cm l ports a man who was calling 
for help. 
Going to the side of the ves­ 
sel he reecued this man and 14 others, 
all of whom had been iii the bottom of 
the ship for nearly eight hours, with 
the flame* roaring above them and 
working their way nearer. 
The men 
were at their last stand and would soon 
have perished. 
The fire boat Robert A. Van Wyck 
which arrived on the scene first among 
the river fire fighting craft*, presented 
a picture of horror aud ghastliness is 
she lay at her dock in the East river 
Sunday 
The decks were covered w ith 
cotton, saturated w ith the blood of the 
victims rescued by the brave men aboard. 
The firemen were st work cleaning the 
boat and picked ap the stained rem nants 
of clothing which were torn from the 
burning bodies as they were pulled 
aboard the fireboat from the pit of the 
fire.
